HER LETTER READ 100 LATE 


Woman Dead by Time Agent Re- 
alizes She Wrote Suicide 
Intimation. 

By the Associated Press. 
SAN ANTONIO, Tex., Dec. 20.— 


Because her writing was poor and 
she wrote in German, a letter in 
which Mrs. Anna Schulz, 66 years 
old, told her business agent, Wil- 


liam F. Schutz, that she was tired 
of life and had decided to end it 
all, remained unread until after 
her body was found on a bed in 
her home here yesterday. Neigh- 
bors who had not seen the woman 
since Sunday, entered her home 
and found the body.

POPE CREATES TWO | 
TALAN CARDINALS 


Pontiff Announces That Irish 
Question Is Approaching 
a Settlement. 


| 


By the Associated Press. 

ROME, Dec. 20.—Pope Pius XI, 
at a secret consistory today, cre- 
ated two Italian Cardinals. They 
are Evariste Lucidi, papal auditor, 
and Monsignor Aurelio Galli, di- 
rector-general of the Vatican Mu- 
seum. 

In his allocution delivered at 
the consistory Pope Pius pointed | 
out that peace conditions in Eu-| 
rope had not changed for the bet- 
ter since his last consistory. He'! 
recalled the recent visit of King'| 
Alfonso and Queen Victoria of! 
Spain, and announced that the | 
[Irish question was approaching a/| 
settlement. 

Recalls “Atrocious Crime.” 

The Pope began his allocution 
by recalling - “the atrocious and) 
sacrilegious crime,’’ the murder of 
Cardinal Jean Soldevilay Romero, | 
Archbishop of Saragossa, on June! 
4 last, an event which, he said, | 
caused profound grief and sad-) 
ness. 

Conditions abroad, especially’ as 
far as peace is concerned, the pon- | 
tiff asserted, unfortunately —— 
not changed for the better. 
| He recalled that the letter mc 
| addressed to Cardinal Gasparri,| 


— a 


|papal secretary of state, relative; 
to relieving the calamities of Cen-| 
| tral Europe was having happy re-| 
sults, but he said much still re-| 


| mained to be done because of the 
| continued bitterness and antag- 


'onism; needs of all kinds were in- | 


creasing, especially with the ap- 
| proach of winter. 

| . Cardinal Gasparri has appealed 
‘for help to the nuncios of accred- 


| ited countries having an abun-' 


'dance of wheat, and the Pope gaid 

he trusted this appeal might bear 
'resulte sufficient to relieve the 
suffering. 

The Pontiff expressed -gratifica- 
tion over the abundance of help re- 
‘ceived from all sides and gave 
‘thanks for the efforts put forth 
to save from death many unfortu- | 
inate people in Central Europe and 
‘the near East. 

Turning to Russia he voiced anx- | 
fety for the life of Archbishop, 
Zepliak, “who still suffers in fet- 
.ters in his prison. But against 
these reasons for sorrow there were | 
to be put reasons for rejoicing. 
such as the holding of the eucna- 
ristic congresses in Paris and Gen- 
eva, the honors rendered at the | 
sixth centenary of St. Thomas) 
Aquinas, the commemoration of 
St. Josaphat, and finally the visit | 
to Rome of the Spanish sovereigns | 
“who during their entire sojourn 
in this Eternal City, both in our 
presence and before the Roman 
people, gave the noblest testimony 
of their faith and their devotion to | 
the Apostolic See.” | 

The Pontiff added that in the 
loyalty of the sovereigns to the | 
church it was “easy to recognize | 
them as representing the Spanish | 
nation, so faithful to Christ and © 
His vicar.”’ 

Pope Pius concluded by saying | 


in addressing the Cardinals: ‘We | 


announce to you the good news| 


that the questions of Ireland. | 


which are so dear to our heart, are 


happily approaching settlement. | 


We have comforting assurance of 
this in the recent pastoral! letter of 
Cardinal Logue, while the later | 
news confirms it.”’ | 


Today’s function was held in the | 
consistory hall of the Vatican amid | 
‘all the dignity and splendor that | 
characterizes one of the most sol-| 
emn functions of the church. The 
pageantry began an hour ints 
the stated time when throngs of | 
artisans and workmen lined the 
two old papal roads, the Borgo 
Vecchio and Borgo Nuovo, leading | 
to the Vatican, to watch the cardi- 
nails resident in Rome drive to the 
Apostélic palace:for their part in 
the creation of princes of the 
church. It ended some time later 
in the ancient hall when the Pon- 
tiff, having placed upon the finge.s 
of the new Cardinals the rings of | 
their high office, retired in state to | 
his private apartments, leaving the | 
prelates to the congratulations of | 
their colleagues. 

When the members of the Sacred | 
College arrived at the Vatican 
they found the Swiss guard, in full | 
dress uniforms and equipped with | 
breast plates and helmets, drawn | 
up in the court of St. Damascus to | 
receive them. From the court, the | 
| Cardinals ascended @frectly to the 
consistorial hall, there to await the | 
arrival of the Pope. | 

Cardinal Vincenzo Vannutelli, the | 
venerable dean of the Sacred Col- | 
lege, greeted his brothers and di- | 
vided them into three groupe—the | 
Cardinal Bishops, the Cardine! | 
priests and the Cardinal deacons. 
Other Vatican officials were also 
present, so that the long hall, with 
ite big windows and its gorgeous 
drapings, presented an animated | 
scene. 


White Robed Singers. | 
Soon the white robed singers of | 
the Sistine choir appeared march- 
ing to the throne’ which had been 
erected at one end of the hall. Aft- 
er the choir tame the Swiss Guard. 
Immediately behind them, flanked 
by noble guards with crested heli- 
mets and drawn ewrods, walked 
Pius XI, robed in white and wear- 
/ing on his breast a golden cross 
All present knelt until the Pontiff |——— 
bade them arise. 

When Pius was seated each per- | 
‘gon in the hall, according to his 
'rank and seniority, knelt before the | 
‘Pope and kissed the papa! ring. | 
| Everyone except the Pontiff and | 
the Cardinals left the hall. The 
‘Pontiff then delivered his allocu- | 
| ton and created the new Cardinals.
